Keep tbem 
either alone the walk and roadway, or 
around the outer edges ot tbe lot By 
using tailor and more distinctly color- 
ed and formal plant* close to the house 
and smaller and less prominent vari- 
eties farther away we can secure an 
appearance of distance in the View 
from fbe bouse, and this Is a very Im- 
portant feature in the effect of any 
landscape picture.
